On March 28, 2002, residents of the Northeast Walnut Creek Neighborhood submitted a petition
requesting full purpose annexation of the Walnut Creek area into the City of Austin. The proposed
annexation area was annexed for limited purposes in 1983 and 1986. The Municipal Annexation Plan
was amended to include the Walnut Creek area effective December 31, 2002. The Walnut Creek
Annexation Service Plan was approved by Council November 3, 2005 and became effective December
31, 2005. The Walnut Creek annexation area covers approximately 315 acres and is located east of IH
35, south of Walnut Creek and northwest of the intersection of Braker Lane and Dessau Road in northeast
Travis County. With the exception of approximately 65 homes that currently have City of Austin
wastewater service, homes in the annexation area utilize on-site wastewater systems. City of Austin water
is currently available to the entire area.

This project consists of the installation of 21,875 linear feet of 8-inch wastewater line and 418 6-inch
wastewater service connections. The project also includes 460 linear feet of 4-inch water line, 884 linear
feet of 8-inch water line, 2,235 linear feet of 12-inch water line and 25 fire hydrants. The wastewater
improvements will connect to an existing manhole and an existing 12-inch stub on the existing 54-inch
Walnut Creek Interceptor. This project will provide wastewater service and upgraded water service for
approximately half of the residences in the Walnut Creek annexation area. Walnut Creek Service to
Annexed Areas Project B, which is scheduled to begin construction in the last quarter of 2006, will
provide service to the remaining residences in the annexation area. Group Solutions RJW has coordinated
the public involvement process, which has included three public meetings, quarterly newsletters and other
interim communication as needed. An additional public meeting will be held prior to the start of

Subsurface Utility Engineering was performed during the design phase in an effort to mitigate the
potential for utility conflicts. However, since the possibility of unknown subsurface conditions and utility
conflicts always exists when working in the right-of-way, a 5% contingency in funding has been included
to allow for the expeditious processing of any future change orders. The contract allows 370 working
days for completion of this project.

Bid documents were distributed to 5 general contractors. Bids were opened on February 13, 2006. BRH
Carver Construction, LP submitted the lowest of 3 bids received:
